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MR. SPEAKER:

I move that House Bill 1001 be amended to read as follows:

1 Page 21, between lines 40 and 41, begin a new paragraph and insert:

2 "SECTION 29. IC 6-1.1-4-9 IS AMENDED TO READ AS

3 FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE JANUARY 1, 2009]: Sec. 9. (a) In order to

4 maintain a just and equitable valuation of real property, the department

5 of local government finance may adopt a resolution declaring its belief

6 that it is necessary to reassess all or a portion of the real property

7 located within this state. If the department of local government finance

8 adopts a reassessment resolution and if either a township or a larger

9 area is involved, the department shall hold a hearing concerning the

10 necessity for the reassessment at the courthouse of the county in which

11 the property is located. The department of local government finance

12 shall give notice of the time and place of the hearing in the manner

13 provided in section 10 of this chapter. After the hearing, or if the area

14 involved is less than a township, after the adoption of the resolution of

15 the department of local government finance, the department may order

16 any reassessment it deems necessary. The order shall specify the time

17 within which the reassessment must be completed and the date the

18 reassessment will become effective.

19 (b) If the department of local government finance orders a

20 reassessment under subsection (a) the state shall pay the cost of the

21 reassessment. There is appropriated annually from the state

22 general fund the amount necessary to make the payments required

23 by this subsection.".

24 Page 34, line 36, after "(a)" insert "Except as provided in
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1 IC 6-1.1-4-9(b),".

2 Page 244, between lines 26 and 27, begin a new paragraph and

3 insert:

4 "SECTION 241. [EFFECTIVE JANUARY 1, 2007

5 (RETROACTIVE)] (a) Notwithstanding IC 6-1.1-4-29(a), if the

6 department of local government finance orders a reassessment

7 under IC 6-1.1-4-9 for the assessment date in 2007 or 2008 the state

8 shall pay the cost of the reassessment. If the county has paid all or

9 part of the cost of the reassessment, the state shall reimburse the

10 county for the payment made by the county. There is appropriated

11 from the state general fund the amount necessary to make the

12 payments and reimbursements required by this SECTION.

13 (b) This SECTION expires January 1, 2011.

14 SECTION 242. [EFFECTIVE JANUARY 1, 2009] IC 6-1.1-4-9

15 and IC 6-1.1-4-29, both as amended by this act, apply only to

16 assessment dates after 2008.".

17 Renumber all SECTIONS consecutively.
